The Duke of Windsor is recovering from a 
light treatment to repair a tiny hole in the 
retina of his right eye. 
Some newspaper reporters let him down by 
describing his journey into a New York hos­ 
pital as being for an operation. In this amazing 
world of ours surgery to correct a detached 
retina has become old hat. A recital of the 
procedure bores people. 
A patient gets no 
sympathy. 
But now with a light treatment it is dif­ 
ferent. People will listen eagerly because pub­ 
licity about laser beams has stimulated the 
public imagination. It is newrer than the surgery. 
The most inelegant but descriptive term for 
this type of treatment is as a spot welding 
job. That’s exactly what it is. A hot beam of 
light seals the wayward retina to the eyeball 
in a flashing contact. 
A hospital stay may not be required. The 
treatment is used principally on small breaks 
in the retina. Surgery still is necessary on 
large detachments. 
What is the retina? It corresponds to the film 
in a camera. If it isn’t in position on the eyeball 
to catch the image the individual does not see 
it. 
The retina has no pain cells but it is nourished 
by blood and if detachment is permitted for 
weeks or months the tissue dies from a lack 
of nourishment.

IDEOLOGICAL BEAT 
Music Hath Charm to Advance the State 
If you were a Soviet musician, lyricist, or 
composer, you would not play or write to the 
dictates of your talent. To do so would be the 
height of folly. 
Music, like prose, poetry and other artistic 
pursuits, is strictly controlled by the Soviet 
government. Soviet leaders are fully aware that 
“Music hath charms to sooth the savage breast** 
and that music, if properly controlled, makes 
a fine background to the forward march of the 
Soviet Union. 
Music is just another tool of the tyrannical 
rule of Soviet style socialism, or communism 
if you prefer. 
Consider the case of Galina Mokreyeva, the 
wife of a Kiev conductor. Her case proves 
for all the world to see that the Communist 
Party does the planning, the organizing and the 
supervising of all art. The hand of the state 
governs the concert, lecture tours, composition, 
and even the printing of sheet music. Deviate 
from the dictates of the Party, Galina learned, 
and punishment is a natural aftermath. 
While studying at the Kiev Conservatory, she 
won prizes for her excellent musical essays. 
Her dissertation on the harmony of Ravel won 
a prize at a Leningrad music contest. Upon 
graduation from the Kiev Conservatory, her 
future was clouded by her paper on the history 
of the Soviet Communist Party; it received 
the damning mark of “adequate.” The final 
conservatory report on her work described her 


* as “ politically im m ature.” 
Because of her “ immaturity” she could not 
get a post ti the Conservatory, so she began 
teaching at another school in Kiev. She published 
an article about Ukrainian music which, to the 
horror of the culture vultures in the Kremlin, 
k called for incorporating W estern trends in Soviet 
music. 
The Party held a meeting and decided that 
Galina could not be trusted with “ the education 
of the young generation, because of her re ­ 
actionary ideology.” She was told she could 
not teach higher grades, only the lower ones. 
Thus, her pay was reduced two-thirds. The 
last information about this “ nonconformist” was 
that Party officials demanded that her music 
diploma be declared null and void. The w'ord 
was out: Isolate this troublemaker from music 
entirely. 
The height to which Party leaders will go to 
ensure that music is arranged with the martial 
beat of Soviet ideology was shown at the second 
plenary session of the Committee of the Com­ 
posers Union (CCU) held last March in Moscow. 
To freedom lovers, the action of the CCU 
was ludicrous; to Soviet composers, this was 
everyday reality. 
The session, set up to examine the work of 
young composers, actually examined the politics 
of young composers. When the session ended, 
the consensus was: They should create music 
in the name and for the success of communism; 
they should speak with their music to the people 
who work in the factories for the glory of the 
state; music should be popular, common if 
possible. 
Galina came in for her share of attention. 
She was criticized by one young composer for 
her deviationist views. 
This tyrannical suppression of musical talent, 
and of the desire to improve Soviet music, 
would make the old Russian m asters turn over 
in their graves. As in other areas of Soviet 
life, music too is being reduced to its lowest 
common denominator — all for the good of the 
Soviet state. 
Perhaps many free world musicians would find 
all of this incomprehensible, for music is 
freedom set to rhythm, and to suppress it or 
to mold it for political reasons would be a crime 
against the cultural advances of man. 
This Soviet attitude toward music is merely 
another stark indicator that the Soviet Union 
has plans for every man and every endeavor 
of man.

There has been some criticism that the news 
about President Lyndon B. Johnson’s gall blad- 
der-kidney stone surgery, while almost fan­ 
tastically detailed, was unwar rantedly opti­ 
mistic. 
The gravity of the operation and what lay 
ahead of the President were soft pedaled and 
underestimated according to the critics. They 
infer that this was by deliberate design of 
the White House to reassure the American 
people and perhaps the free people of the world. 
It is true that the President hasn’t recovered 
as quickly as the “ average” figures distributed 
in advance of the operation. 
A major operation was made to sound as 
simple, painless and as offering as little risk 
as possible -- uncomplicated, trouble free, 
almost convenient. 
The recovery prospects wrere as a matter of 
hindsight doused in a rose colored hue. He 
would feel in six weeks as good as he did the 
day before the operation according to the opti­ 
mistic forecast. 
As it developed, doctors professed to be sat­ 
isfied with his recovery pace, wrhich proved to 
be much slower than the original forecasts. 
He has grimaced with pain when he walked and 
has suffered quite a lot of discomfort from gas, 
pains and sleeplessness and hasn’t bounced back 
like a rubber ball. 
Yet there may have been no deliberate attempt 
to hoodwink the people of the United States and 
the world. 
Johnson reads the newspapers and listens to 
television and radio programs. 
The doctors know this. 
They are concerned with the morale of their 
patients. They want a patient to go into an 
operation with as little fear as possible. 
The optimism spread in advance of the opera­ 
tion may have been designed exclusively or 
nearly so for Johnson’s benefit. Doctors are 
like that. 
Their basic concern is not the health of the 
Republic or of the free world or with a symbol 
of domestic and world leadership. It is with 
a human being named Lyndon Baines Johnson.

MORE 
THAN JUST A DAM 
There is a multitude of grim 
news these days, coming 
to 
us through the press and over 
the airw aves. 
It runs a wide 
gam ut, from “ little w ars” in 
which we are engaged at a huge 
cost i 
money and human re ­ 
sources, to a steady if slow 
rise in the cost of living. 
But, now and then, there is 
good news, too. 
An example 
of it — which, in its principle, 
goes far beyond its m aterial 
significance 
— 
occured re­ 
cently, when the Federal Power 
Com m ission decided to issue a 
license to a group of investor- 
owned taxpaying electric utility 
com panies, 
joined 
together 
under the name of the Pacific 
N orthwest Power Company, to 
build a huge multipurpose dam 
on the Snake River on the O re­ 
gon - Idaho border. 
This is a tremendous 
en­ 
deavor by any standard. The 
cost is estim ated at more than 
$257 m illion. Its ultimate cap­ 
acity will be 2 million kilowatts. 
It is designed not only to pro­ 
vide power but to fit, 
as a 
m ajor 
element, 
into 
the 
region’s 
water resource de­ 
velopm ent. 
The FPC decision came after 
y ea rs of controversy, and the 
public should appreciate the 
Snake River project developed 
by an agency of government. 
Had this happened, 
the tax­ 
payers would have footed much 


of the cost, by direct and in­ 
direct m eans. They would foot 
the annual loss of the heavy 
taxes that a private enterprise 
must pay. 
And they would, no 
doubt, foot subsidies of many 
kinds and dimensions. 
This dam on a w estern riv er 
can be more than just that. It 
can be a precedent for future 
developments the nation over. 
A spokesman 
for the utilities 
involved in this particular case 
calls it “ a great victory for 
multiple purpose resource de­ 
velopment by private capital.” 
Also 
it is a rebuff of the pow­ 
er socialization program for 
the United States.

TIME TO HOLD FAST 
This Is no time to uproot 
our established, fair and ef­ 
fective immigration 
policies, 
and let down the b a rriers in a 
noble gesture to all dissatisfied 
humanity. 
In view of the nation’s pre­ 
occupation with unemployment, 
the related and continuing ad­ 
vance of automation and the 
“ war on poverty” ; and in the 
light of the multiple Federal 
program s with budgets as high 
as a billion dollars (for the 
poverty war), we can think of 
no greater disservice than to 
invite an indiscrim inate and 
vastly expanded global influx 
of all kinds and conditions of 
humanity. 
Favored

This m easure would out­ 
law the national origins quota 
system of the existing M cCar- 
ran-W alter Act, which for a 
dozen years has kept new ad­ 
m issions proportional 
to the

Further, it would virtually dou­ 
ble the adm issions authorized 
under existing quotas. 
In destroying the present quota 
system , the Adm inistration bill 
would let down the 
bars to 
sw arm s of Asiatics and Afri­ 
cans - as unprepared for A m er­ 
ica as we are for them . And 
it would likewise push aside 
our m ajor b arrie r to the in­ 
vasion of an eager arm y of 
spies, saboteurs and subver­ 
sives dedicated to the K rem lin’s 
pledge to bury us. 
Even under the present Act, 
which is eminently fair and 
generous and basically effec­ 
tive, loopholes perm it the ad­ 
m ission of far too many im­ 
m igrants outside of the quotas.

FEAR NOT! 
The individual IS unconquer­ 
able. 
Governments and em pires may 
come and go, proud nations rise 
and fall. Little men may parade 
in the garb of power, intoxi­ 
cated with a m om entary au­ 
thority over other men who sub­ 
mit to them, but in the end they 
are them selves victim ized by 
the evil forces they have loosed. 
Those who give up th eir lives 
to the collective can never re­ 
gain their lives for them selves. 
The individual rem ains. The 
more conscious he is of his 
uniqueness and ability to m as­ 
te r his environm ent, the m ore 
he will control his own destiny 
however form idable the legions 
arrayed against him . The total 
state in power may subm erge 
a nation, may wreck a civiliza­ 
tion. But the individual, fully 
confident in his own prow ess, 
need never share this dark fate. 
The individual cannot be de­ 
stroyed by others nor by or­ 
ganized power, but he can easily 
undermine or destroy him self. 
The greatest of these self-de­ 
stroying forces is fear. A think­ 
ing man today has reason to 
fear for his country and the fu­ 
ture of freedom. But if he is 
perpetually afraid for himself, 
he has already lost the battle.

WASHINGTON — Students for 
a Dem ocratic Society and other 
groups opposed to the war in 
Viet Nam have a new move up 
th e ir sleeves which could be 
very em barrassing to the whole 
m achinery of the draft. 
These groups plan to invade 
the high schools, not on a m is­ 
sion to tear up draft cards, but 
to persuade 18-year-olds not to 
re g iste r. 
This 
could upset the entire 
draft 
system . 
There is no 
m aster list of 18-year-olds in 
the United States. The govern­ 
ment is entirely dependent upon 
18-year-olds 
coming 
in and 
registering. Obviously it’s im ­ 
possible to check on the birth 
records of every 18-year-old in 
the United States. 
While i f s a crim inal offense 
not to register, yet there is no 
way for the government to check 
on failure to register other than 
evidence from a boy’s neighbors 
and 
the government does not 
want to lie in the 
position of 
encouraging n e i g h b o r h o o d 
snooping. This was the practice 
in 
Nazi Germany which the 
United States so vigorously op­ 
posed. 
It’s believed that the only way 
to combat the anti-draft move­ 
ment in the high schools is to 
organize 
pro-draft 
g r o u p s 
which will 
urge the reg istra­ 
tion of 18-year-olds as a pa­ 
trio tic duty. 
CLEANING UP THE RIVERS 
P resident Johnson, who has 
necessarily been away from 
his desk, should keep an eye 
on one of his fellow Texans. 
C ongress has now given John­ 
son a w ater pollution law aimed 
at cleaning up rivers and har­ 
bors of the USA. It was passed 
after a long battle in congress. 
But if the President isn’t ca re­ 
ful, the new act may come under 
the jurisdiction of a Texan who 
doesn’t believe in any federal 
cleanup of the rivers 
at all. 
The w ater pollution act sets 
up a federal adm inistrator to 


see that the law is carried out. 
Angling to get this job is Joe

Board, who would like to move 
from Texas to Washington 
to 
take jurisdiction over w ater 
pollution in the entire United 
States. 
However, 
testifying 
before 
congress when it was consider­ 
ing the water pollution bill, the 
sam e Joe 
D. C arter stated; 
“ No additional federal 
w ater 
pollution control legislation is 
needed at this tim e. The Texas 
W ater Pollution Control Board 
subm its this statem ent in op­ 
position to S. 
649 and related 
b ills.” 
S, 649 was the 
w ater pollu­ 
tion cleanup bill which finally 
passed. 
“ The Texas W ater Pollution 
Control B oard,” continued Joe 
D. C arter, “ is opposed to S. 649 
because it unquestionably would 
place a great deal of power and 
authority in the hands of a new 
federal agency, which would 
have 
far - reaching 
effects 
threatening encroachm ent into a 
government area heretofore re ­ 
served to the state and local 
agencies.” 


Today 
the man who was op­ 
posed to exercising federal au­ 
thority to clean up the nation's 
waterways now wants to sit in 
the d riv er’s seat where he can 
exercise 
that authority—or 
perhaps ignore it. 
TRADING STAMPS 
Freshm en 
congressm en are 
supposed to be seen arid 
not 
heard. But Rep. L ester Wolff, 
the new Democrat from Long 
Island, had the initiative to dig 
into a question affecting every 
housewife—trading stam ps. 
Wolff found that over 43 per 
cent of all food is sold through 
sto res using stam ps; over one- 
third of all gasoline stations and 
15 per cent of all drugstores 
use stam ps. 
One stam p company, S & H 


Green stam ps, is now issuing 
m ore stam ps a year than the 
U. S. post office. There is even 
a funeral parlor that gives away 
stam ps. 
However, there 
are 
certain side effects which the 
housewife doesn’t realize when 
she patronizes certain sto res 
for their stam ps; 
1. What happens to the sm aller 
grocery store than can’t afford 
trading stam ps? 


2. 
What right does a stam p 
company have to change 
the 
number of stam ps required for 
an item after the requirem ent 
has already been advertised? 
3. What happens to the neigh­ 
borhood hardw are store which 
finds its custom ers getting their 
appliances 
through t r a d i n g 
stam ps? 
4. Most im portant; Who pays 
for the trading stam ps in the 
end? 
Congressman Wolff’s studies 
show that the cost of the stam ps 
is actually added on to the cost 
of the food. Most chain sto res 
operate on a 1/2 to 2 per cent 
sales m argin. Stamps cost 
a 
sto re 2 to 3 per cent. The trad­ 
ing 
stamp 
company used to 
claim that stam ps w ere paid for 
by increased volume, but that 
theory isn’t holding w ater any­ 
m ore; for Congressm an Wolff’s 
investigation shows that the in­ 
crease results from the popula­ 
tion explosion. 


Then there’s another problem . 
Some chains operate their own 
trading stamp com panies — if 
they’re big enough. O thers can’t 
afford 
to, 
The Sm ilen Food 
Chain in New York m erged when 
it had to write $600,000 in 
checks to cover the cost 
of 
stam p purchases. 
Finally there is about $ I billion 
in unredeemed 
stam ps 
out­ 
standing in the past 15 years. 
Many 
have 
been lost 
or 
destroyed. 
But 
if someone 
cashed them all, it would put 
most of the trading stam p com­ 
panies out of business.

$83.5 million invested in time 
deposits. 
There are at least two main 
reasons 
for this increase in 
the amount of interest — “ high 
rates 
and plenty of money,’ 
according to M orris. 
“ W e’re way over the budget 
director's 
estimate,” 
said 
M orris, “ mainly because the 
state used to get one per cent 
on its money but now It gets 
four per cent.” 
Since last November, when a 
federal agency raised the rates, 
the 430 banks contracted to hold 
the state’s receipts have been 
paying the higher rate, M orris 
explained. 
On 30-day-notice 
money, for example, the banks 
put up 110 per cent collateral,

curities, he added. 
The increase in the amount 
of interest that the state w ill 
tie getting Is an indication of 
the increasing amount of work 
being handled by M o rris’s of­ 
fice. The work may be “ routine 
— kind of like a bank,” but it 
certainly is massive.

they are not 
speaking 
technically. Their 
meaning is that workers should 
share in one way or other the 
special profits a business may 
make. That is commonly done 
through higher wages, in 
our 
larger industries. But Father 
John 
F . Cronin, S. S., has 
very properly reminded us that 
in America the employe share 
of the national Income averages 
around 70 percent, while 
the 
corporate profits before taxes 
are about IO percent (after 
taxes, about 5 percent). Hence 
he concludes, "Unless profit 
sharing also provides incen­ 
tives to increase profits, there 
is not much left to be 
dis­ 
tributed.” But what hope is 
there of incentive to increased 
efforts if the unions have in­ 
doctrinated their members with 
a hateful, adversary attitude to­ 
ward the management? 
Lincoln Electric Co., Cleve­ 
land, has a tremendous profit 
sharing program. Its employes 
are averaging in combined wage 
and bonus almost $11,000 
a 
year. But it has no union 
to 
foment hostility to the man­ 
agement. Sears, Roebuck, too, 
has an amazing profit sharing 
plan. Its employes consequent­ 
ly own a Fund valued at $1.5 
billion, including 26.3 percent 
of the Sears common stock. 
But again, almost none of the 
employes are unionized. Hence

Dollars 
Speak to 


Market 


NEW YORK (AP) — Soaring 
profits and fatter profit margins 
have been speaking dollar and 
cents talk to the stock market. 
T raders have been bidding up 
prices of many issues out of ad­ 
miration for current earnings 
reports and prospects for still 
lusher months to com e. 
But now some of the experts 
are warning that profit margins 
may narrow again next year 
and, a more im m ediate worry, 
that for some industries the big 
increase in profits may even 
peter out in the final months of 
this year. 
Wall Street can shrug this off 
by pointing out that as of today 
profits for UJS. corporations as 
a whole — although definitely 
not for all com panies and all 
industries—never w ere higher. 
The gain in the total net in­ 
come after taxes since the econ­ 
omy pulled out of the last reces­ 
sion early in 1961 has been a 
rem arkable 80 per cent. 
So far this year, corporate 
profits are running a fifth high­ 
er than last year, at more than 
$44 billion. 
Stock trad ers also closely 
watch cash flow. This is profits 
after taxes plus depreciation. 
The latter is what a corporation 
can charge off to w ear, tear and 
obsolescence before figuring Its 
tax bill. 
This cash from profits and 
depreciation has reached $74 
billion this year, Fortune maga- 
zine notes in its upcoming issue, 
for a gain of more than 60 per 
cent since early 1961. Part of 
this is due to more generous tax 
credits for investm ent in new 
plant and equipment and to re­ 
laxed rules for figuring de­ 
preciation. 
Can the steadily Increasing 
total of profits continue? 
Much of the recent spurt in 
profits can be traced to in­ 
creased use of existing capacity 
as demand for goods rose. But 
now industry is expanding its 
capacity again at a fast clip, 
around 5.5 per cent a year. 
Since output is growing at a 
slower rate, profitable use of 
the plants will slide back. 
Wage scales a re rising. And 
since productivity — labor unit 
costs — is rising le ss spectac­ 
ularly than a year ago, business 
leaders 
say 
that production 
costs are increasing faster than 
a.*e prices. Hence, the profit 
margin — the percentage of dol­ 
la r sales carried down to net 
Income — is due to slacken.

PARIS (AP) — Gen. Charles 
de Gaulle, who once gave up his 
power, has promised to tell the 
nation 
by 
early 
November 
whether he will be a candidate 
for re-election in December. 
Most Frenchmen expect the 
answer

papers recently said he had 
made up his mind toseekanoth- 
er seven-year term and would 
announce his decision next Mon­ 
day. 
Most of those convinced that 
he will run, like to leave the 
door Just a little bit open. Un­ 
predictability has been a De 
Gaulle hallmark. 
In 1946, he resigned as head of 
the provisional postwar govern­ 
ment because he didn't like a 
constitution adopted against his 
will.

Gaulle had enough supporters in 
Parliament to keep successive 
governments in constant tur­ 
moil.

crisis, then turned out of office 
when the crisis had passed. 
West German Chancellor Kon­ 
rad Adenauer was pushed out of 
r office by his own party, and 
never seemed able to under­ 
stand he wasn't wanted.

De Gaulle's memory has let 
him down on relatively minor 
items during at least two of his 
semiannual news conferences. 
He carefully memorizes the dis­ 
course he intends to make and 
is able to talk for almost an 
hour, 
reciting 
complicated 
figures without a tx)bble. 
But on one occasion, an aide 
had to remind him of a com­ 
ment he wanted to make.

De Gaulle obviously does not 
think that his program hasbeen 
completely achieved. 
French representatives at the 
European 
Common 
Market 
headquarters in Brussels, Bel­ 
gium, were called home in July. 
France has since refused to 
take part in any negotiations. 
De Gaulle is fearful of threat of 
supranationalism and a loss of 
the French veto. 
The French attitude has been 
that nothing can be done before 
the presidential election. 
The same is true for the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 
Last month, De Gaulle said “ in 
1969, by the latest, the subordi­ 
nation 
known 
as integration 
which is provided for by NATO 
and which hands our fete over 
to 
foreign 
authorities shall 
cease, as fer as we are con­ 
cerned." He said it with finality, 
as if he meant to be around. 
On the home front, De Gaulle 
is still fighting the French par­ 
ties that beat him on the consti­ 
tution issue in 1964. His aim is 
the complete effacement of the 
splintered party system . He has 
reduced the parties to impo­ 
tence. Another seven years in 
the political wilderness would 
practically leave only Gaullist 
supporters with a national polit­ 
ical image.
